Cashing To Say Mass For President 


BOSTON (AP) — A funeral 
mass will be said Monday in 
the Shrine of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, Washington, D.C., for 
President Kennedy by Richard 
Cardinal Cushing, it was an- 
nounced Friday night. 

. A spokesman for the cardinal 
said the mass will be at 1 p.m., 
EST, and there will be no eu- 
logy. 

' The mass will be what is 
called a low mass with only the 
Cardinal officiating in contrast to 
the customary solemn high mass 
of requiem sung by three clergy- 
men. 

There was no information on 
the possible place of burial of 
the president. . 

The cardinal, a longtime friend 
of the Kennedy family, gave the 
invocation at the President’s in- 
auguration, officiated at his mar- 
riage, baptized the two Kennedy 
children, and presided at the fu- 
neral mass for Patrick Bouvier 
Kennedy, the first family’s son 
Who died within 40 hours after 
birth last August. 

BOSTON (AP) — Richard Card- 
inal Cushing, Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Boston and a life- 
long friend of President Kennedy 


and his family, said Friday ‘‘The 
terrible tragedy has deprived our 
couniry of one of its greatest 
Presidents.” 

Cardinal Cushing, who married 
President and Mrs. Kennedy and 
baptized their children, said ‘‘In 
the midst of my emotions, my 
prayers go forward in sympathy 
to his _ dear wife, his children, 
his loving father and mother, and 
all membe»s of his family. 

The cardinal said he will leave 
tomorrow for Hyannis Port to 
be with the Kennedy family 
mourning the death of the Pres- 
ident, who was assassinated this 
afternoon while riding in a motor- 
cade in Dallas, Texas. 

Cites Testament 

Cushing said "John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, known to me for a 
lifetime and loved by me as a 
devoted friend, laid down his life 
for us all. 
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"Greater love than this no man 
hath.” 

Cardinal Cushing said since the 
day Kennedy took office he ex- 
emplified in his life, "and es- 
pecially in his death, the title 
of his famous book, ‘Profiles in 
Courage.' ”
